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PREBACE 


Tuts book is the first to be issued of the ANTHONY MELLows MEMORIAL 
VOLUMES, an edition of a series of Peterborough texts designed by the 
late Mr. William Thomas Mellows of Peterborough in memory of his 
son, Thomas Anthony, who was killed in 1944 while on special service 
with the Maquis forces in the south of France. 

The first two volumes of the series, of which The Book of William 
Morton is one, were already in the press at the time of Mr. W. T. 
Mellows’s death in 1950, but the Introductions had not been written, 
and much remained to be done. The task of completing themheentrusted, 
in his own words, ‘to my friends of the Northamptonshire Record 
Society’.

Our 
sincerest thanks are also due to Mr. P. I. King, who has collated the 
text with the original manuscript and upon whom has fallen the main 
burden of completing the edition.

To Mr. Brooke we are 
further indebted for the Glossary, and, above all, for contributing the - 
Introduction.

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INTRODUCTION 


Tue book of William Morton is the private account and memorandum 
book of an almoner of Peterborough Abbey in the mid-fifteenth cen- 
tury, of a man who, by virtue of his office, was concerned in all the 
multifarious duties, personal, legal, economic, and financial, of a 
medieval land-agent. The private notes of a great financier are rarely 
pteserved for the eye of posterity. We normally have to view his 
activities, if at all, through the half-light of ledgers and published 
accounts; it is very seldom that we can meet him in the intimacy of 
office and counting-house, wrestling with addition and subtraction and 
petty cash in the regular humdrum of affairs. What is true of the great is 
equally true of the innumerable multitude of small-scale administrators, 
clerks, and private householders, so that the book before us is a very 
unusual document, one of the very few private account books to have 
survived from the Middle Ages. Itisa friendly and revealing document, 
if it be not too much of a paradox so to describe an untidy packet of 
accounts. It gives us that kind of inside knowledge without which 
administrative work appears formless and unintelligible; it tells us, not 
only what it is suitable for the auditor to know, but what William 
Morton himself wished to record and to remember. It is thus in itself 
a chapter in the history of Peterborough in the fifteenth century and at 
the same time an important record of economic administration and 
finance. | 

The sources for the history of Peterborough monastery in the later . 
Middle Ages are never fully balanced for any period, but they make 
a cteditable showing among the documents for the other leading 
Benedictine houses.! A succession of chronicles and cartularies cover 
the twelfth, thirteenth, and fourteenth centuries, revealing a little of the 
interior polity of the convent, and a great deal of the political, economic, 
and litigious activities of the abbots. The ordinale (mid-fourteenth cen- 
tury, with some later additions)? gives elaborate details of rites and 
observances; but for the quality of the monastic life in the last two 
centuries before the Dissolution we have only the minute but one-sided 
witness of the visitation records in the years 1436-473 and again in the 
early sixteenth century. For the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries the 
main sources ate the registers of Abbots John Deeping, Richard Ashton, 
and William Ramsey;* the few surviving obedientiary and manorial

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account rolls;! the Valor Ecclesiasticus ; and the account book of William 
Morton. 

Morton’s book contains the only surviving record of the finances of a 
Peterborough obedientiary over a period of years, and its detailed and 
wotkaday character gives many glimpses of the financial workings, the 
administration, the social structure of the monastery, and the relations 
of the monks with the convent’s neighbours, tenants, and servants. It 
has also an intrinsic interest of its own as an account book of an almost 
unique kind; and it throws light on many dark places in the economic 
history of the period. In what follows each of these points will be briefly 
considered. 

Of the personalities and normal routine of the monks such a book can 
tell us almost nothing : we therefore open with an interpretation of the 
contemporaty visitation documents intended to provide a background 
to the rest of the story. 


I. THe Monastic COMMUNITY 


On 10 December 1437 William Alnwick, bishop of Lincoln, arrived 
at Peterborough to open his visitation of the abbey—the first of three 
visitations, whose dezecta form one of the most remarkable collections 
for any community of the later Middle Ages. Extensive detecta imply 
that all is not well in the house under scrutiny, and it has often been 
noticed that the state of Peterborough was unsatisfactory at this time. 
It can be said at once that there is no trace of spiritual fervour in the 
house throughout the ten years 1437-47 coveted by the documents. 
There is much evidence that the regular life was at a low ebb, that the: 
liturgical round, the Opus De?, was neglected, that there was little learn- 
ing among the monks and inefficiency in the economic management of 
the monastic property. Above all, the spirit of faction; gossip, scandal, 
and backbiting peer out at us between the lines of these innumerable 
depositions—the forces most destructive of community life in any 
community in any age. 

On the other hand, it is of the very nature of these visitation records 
that they should reveal abuses and be silent when all is well. The visita- 
tion system was founded as an investigation of how the Rule was kept; 
but in the later Middle Ages the normal good observance of a com- 
munity and the sympathetic tact of the visitor could no longer be 
assumed. The visitation became a minute inquisition. It was a by- 
product, perhaps an inevitable by-product of the system that it called 
for the repetition of every kind of gossip as well as of serious com- 
plaints and well-founded accusations.4 The monks were, so to speak,

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genuine information, personal spite, or idle rumour. On occasion vital 
information might be suppressed, but in general it is remarkable how 
exceedingly frank many depositions were. It is doubtless true, as 
Coulton so often stressed, that there were many abuses in medieval 
monastic life of which we have no record: it is also true that the abuses 
tevealed in a visitation commonly appear in their most glaring colours. 
The visitation as practised in the later Middle Ages brought to the 
conscious level the stresses and strains and personal animosities which 
must be suppressed in the normal working of a healthy community. It 
had degenerated into a well-meaning effort to cure by an external 
administrative machinery thé inherent weaknesses of a monasticism 
which had declined from its original fervour. A strong and active bishop 
like William Alnwick could do much good by patient and skilful applica- 
tion of the system. But it is scarcely surprising that it often bred disrup- 
tion, and that the records make sorry reading. 

I propose to scrutinize these visitation records, and by cross- 
questioning them to see what they reveal of the state of Peterborough 
Abbey—moral, social, and economic—in the two decades before the 
opening of Morton’s book.! But I must start with the proviso that 
what we have here is a concentrated account of all that was abnormal— 
the common round, the daily routine, the normal relations of the monks 
are hidden from us. 

The rule of two successive abbots—John Deeping (1409-38) and 
Richard Ashton (1438-71)—spanned more than half of the fifteenth 
centuty. The bulk of the charges contained in the defecta are against 
them, against both for their incompetence and mismanagement, and 
against Ashton for the strong rumour of his incontinence. But the 
figure who stands out most clearly is Richard Harlton, the prior, whose 
later years were devoted to the labour of Sisyphus: to restoring and 
preserving some regularity in religious observance and to the sound 
management of the abbey’s economy. Four times in all—under Bishops 
Flemyng and Gray, Alnwick’s predecessors, and again in 1437 and 
14462—he was given the charge or at least the first voice in a board of 
management to administer the abbey’s affairs. Whereas brothers William 
Stamford and Thomas Gosberkirk prepared for a visitation by counting 
the tale of their personal animosities, Richard Harlton occupied himself 
with drawing up a reasoned schedule of abuses.3 His own statements 
show an exact knowledge of the state of affairs, and almost all his com- 
plaints are confirmed by other monks.

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The depositions of 1442 and 1446 suggest that preliminary discussion 
and lobbying had taken place: in 1437 the accusations are in the main 
exceedingly diffuse and haphazard.! The vague and petulant aspersions 
of Richard and William Stamford are suspiciously alike; two monks 
from the rest-house at Oxney, Richard Oxford and William Markham, 
had a notion that the prior was embezzling the reserve fund of the 
abbey. The subprior had achieved a wide measure of unpopularity, 
although the accusations are hard to reconcile. In general, however, it 
was the prior’s schedule alone which represented anything like a con- 
sensus of opinion. The precentor and the abbot’s steward (William: 
Exton, of whom more anon) refer to it specifically and pronounce their 
agreement with it; all the important accusations are confirmed, some of 
them by a considerable number of witnesses.2 Two monks looked back 
with regret to the days when the prior had had charge of the monastic 
economy; two more earnestly desired that he might have it again.3 

The prior’s charges may be summed up as follows: the Opus Dei was 
neglected and monks were too often absent from choir, partly because 
there was drinking late at night; discipline was lax and the monks 
received licence to roam too readily; and the abbot’s administration 
was venal and inefficient. It came to this: the abbot, by his own con- 
fession, was elderly and incapable, and he could neither control his 
household expenses, nor his lay friends and counsellors, nor hold his 
own within the convent. He seems to have been easily imposed upon in 
financial matters. 

The bishop’s injunctions have not survived, but one or two points 
are clear: he forbade drinking in the town of Peterborough and other 
abuses likely to lead to scandal without and demoralization within.+ 
He refused the abbot’s request to be allowed to resign, but made the 
prior once again his coadjutor. 

Two monks were absent from the monastery at this visitation, com- 
pleting their studies at Canterbury College, Oxford—Richard Ashton 
and William Borough.’ A little over eight months later they set out to 
return to Peterborough. They took a short holiday at Canterbury, and 
then spent a week-end in London on their way north. On the Monday 
(25 August 1438) they learnt that Abbot Deeping had resigned, that a 
new election was imminent, and that Richard Ashton was to preach 
before the election. At about the same time, as we learn from the 
fascinating letter which William Borough wrote to a friend at Oxford 
describing these events, they received their report from the warden of 
Canterbury College, addressed to the prior of Peterborough. They

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opened it and found it to be in the highest degree compromising : they 
were accused of haunting taverns and consorting with a woman, among 
other charges not specified. Needless to say, they destroyed it. William’s 
letter is charming, intimate, and open-hearted; but it carries a postscript: 
‘Richard begs you to tell no one the story of the warden’s letter 
addressed to our prior.’ 

Well he might: within a month—perhaps inspired by the eloquence 
of his sermon, or because the community was at loggerheads with itself, 
and turned in despair to a monk who had been for some time absent . 
and was thus uncompromised—within a month Richard Ashton had 
been elected abbot of Peterborough. 

At the time of his election Ashton seems to have been young and 
irresponsible : it cannot have been long before signs of that mismanage- 
ment which had become chronic by 1446 began to appear. But the 
visitation of 1442 passed quietly enough. The complaints are of 
negligible importance, and a large majority returned the verdict ‘omnia 
bene—all is well’. To attribute this remarkable unanimity to collusion 
in the sense of a conspiracy to deceive would force us to assume far 
greater cohesion in the Peterborough community than the evidence 
suggests. The explanation seems to be that after the troubles of 1437-8 
the leading spirits of the house were trying to keep the peace, and that it 
was in the interests of peace and to avoid frayed nerves and an atmo- 
sphere of suspicion that private grievances and any hints there may have 
been of mismanagement by the abbot were suppressed. 

By 1446 this precarious equilibrium had vanished, and Ashton had 
lost control of the reins of discipline, of the monastic economy, and of 
his own reputation. The desecta are long and detailed, but the pattern 
which emerges is simpler to trace than that of 1437. We find faction, 
scandal, and a whispering campaign afoot : and a majority of the monks 
cating for neither the one side nor the other, but compelled to reveal 
the abuses of both. 

Three monks, William Markham the treasurer, William Melton, and 
Thomas Gosberkirk, were accused of holding private meetings and | 
carousals in the treasurer’s office, and of fomenting discord. William 
Borough deposed that “Thomas Gosberkirk, after that the abbot had 
received my lord’s letter for this visitation, made conspiracies among 
the brethren, saying to them: “With whom will you be, on my side or 
the abbot’s? If on the abbot’s side, you will be accused first.” ’! Of the 
three, Gosberkirk was the spokesman and the fire-brand, but Markham 
was the elder statesman. 

On the other side, it would seem that the abbot had a group of 
counsellors, partly lay, partly religious, led by his confessor, brother 
John More. More was accused of going to the abbot’s chamber almost 
every evening after compline with some of the younger monks and 
retailing all the gossip of the convent; and old John Borough expanded 
_ this accusation into the time-honoured plaint—common to all com- 
' munities and colleges—of the old against the idleness, refractory

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behaviour, and evil influence of the young. John More had already, in 
1437, expounded to the bishop how bad an example was set by the older 
monks. It is of interest to observe that there was no love lost between 
More and William Morton: More accused Morton of drinking in the 
hamlets between Peterborough and Oxney of an evening; Morton 
accused More of stirring up strife between the abbot and the convent. 
In other matters, now as in 1437, Morton’s deposition is mainly con- 
cerned with the monastic economy and administration. 

The main burden of the charges was against the abbot, whose lack of 
discipline and gross maladministration stand clearly revealed, while we 
ate presented at every turn with stories of his irregular life and in- 
continence. The last charge was the most serious, but it is impossible 
to say whether it was true. The abbot was defamed with three women 
of the neighbourhood, and the majority of the monks referred to this 
scandal, although not always in the same terms. The abbot and the 
three women and their husbands sedulously denied the charge, and the 
former was able to substantiate his innocence with one lady on the oath 
of a number of his fellow monks. Furthermore, the frequency with 
which the tale was repeated does not mean that it was supported by 
“numerous and credible witnesses’.1 Richard Harlton, for instance, had 
repeated the charge as a piece of public scandal, but was prepared to 
swear to the abbot’s innocence with the third lady, Mrs. Est. It is clear 
that the story had been carefully disseminated, and we can trace from 
the depositions some of the plausible arguments by which it was 
fostered—that William Parker’s wife is decked out beyond her husband’s 
estate, that the three husbands had been too favourably treated, and the 
like. In any case, the strength of the rumour indicates that Richard 
Ashton was not a man of manifest good character. 

The charges against the abbot’s government were mote specific, and 
possibly more substantial, although some of his offences are Open to 
more than one interpretation. He had cut down and sold trees and even 
whole woods (as they tell us) to the loss of the abbey; manors and 
tenements were falling into ruin for want of proper maintenance; pay- 
ments from the abbot’s side of the financial system to the monks and 
conventual officials were in arrears; he had not presented any sort of 
accounts for two years. His fecklessness had led others astray, and some 
of the obedientiaries were alleged to be seven years behind with their 
accounts. He was also accused, as we have seen, of being over-friendly 
with the younger monks, of sitting up late of an evening with them, 
and of treating them with undue lenience. The unanimity with which 
the monks presented this outline of charges against the abbot shows 
how thoroughly Gosberkirk had carried out his campaign : italso shows 
why the abbot narrowly avoided deposition. 

In the event, the bishop decided to remove Ashton to Oxney for a 
space and set up a board of management to direct the affairs of the 
monastery and set matters to rights. This was settled after a long day 
of consultation and debate; but next morning the abbot begged to be

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left in control, to avoid the scandal of even temporary degradation. 
His prayer was granted and the board was thus given a purely advisory 
function. It consisted of Richard Harlton, who had resigned his office 
a few days before, William Exton the new prior, William Markham, 
treasurer and insurgent, and William Borough (now steward).! Harlton 
was old and sick, and the other three were for the time being the leading 
figures in the reform and administration of the abbey. Exton and 
Markham appear from the visitation records to have been able and 
intelligent administrators. Borough we have already met as a student 
and a lively writer: he was now steward, later sacrist and cellarer; he 
sometimes acted as Ashton’s proctor at the Benedictine general chapters. 

And so Richard Ashton was permitted to remain as abbot throughout 
the remainder of William Morton’s life. Such slight evidence as sur- 
vives} suggests a greater regularity in administration, and the absence 
of evidence to the contrary has been taken to indicate that his manner of 
life and rule improved. One thing is certain: Peterborough Abbey, on 
the brink of financial disaster in 1446, and always liable to overspend its 
income, weathered this storm like many others and was still solvent at 
the Dissolution. It has been argued that the failure of the monasteries in 
the fifteenth century was primarily financial, the product of chronic 
debt. But it is rare to find a house with more than a substantial over- 
draft—which is as common with an agricultural concern in the height 
of its prosperity as in the depth of mismanagement—and it is astonish- 
ing how quickly the greater houses could recover when threatened with 
serious disaster. Economic disorder had led to internal disorganization 
in the Peterborough community; but the true weakness and the true 
failure lay deeper, in the rarity of ardent religious vocation, failure to 
maintain the Rule, and the social and cultural changes which had 
already diverted the old influence and significance of the monastic order 
to other walks of life. 


II. Witt1aAM Morton AND HIS ADMINISTRATION 


The career of William Morton, as far as we can reconstruct it, shows 
no deviation from the normal routine of life of a Benedictine monk in 
fifteenth-century England. He was most probably born about the first 
decade of the century,+ a member of a family which took its name from

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one of the numerous villages called Morton in Lincolnshire and the east 
midlands. ‘The account has a little to tell us of his family. Agnes 
Morton and her son Robert ate frequently mentioned, and the presump- 
tion is that they were related to William.! Agnes we shall meet again, 
paying her debts by working for William; Robert was one of William’s 
servants, and is often referred to as paying and receiving money and 
performing other tasks on the almoner’s behalf. Both were clearly in a 
humble station. There is also passing mention of another Robert 
Morton, perhaps William’s father; of another William Morton, a 
servant of the abbey, and of a younger Morton, Thomas, almost 
certainly related to the almoner, who paid the expenses of his entry 
into religion at Ramsey Abbey.? 

- William Morton must have made his profession ¢. 1420. In company 
with John York and Richard Ashton (later abbot), he was ordained 
acolyte in September 1424 by the atchbishop’s assistant, and deacon a 
year later by Henry Chichele himself, during the archbishop’s adminis- 
tration of the see of Lincoln.3 It is just possible that he studied at 
Oxford, since a monk of his name who was decretorum doctor was tecom- 
mended by the University to the Benedictine general chapter in 1441.4 
His notebook shows that he was an educated man, but no great scholar. 
There is no evidence that he held any office within the community before 
he became almoner in 1448. 

One of the most characteristic features of a late medieval monastery — 
was the system of obediences: the system by which a wide variety of 
functions and revenues were assigned to a large and complicated 
hierarchy of officials. It achieved its full development only in the more 
wealthy houses of the Benedictine congregations, and of these Peter- 
borough was a characteristic specimen. Between a third and a half of 
the fully fledged monks were obedientiaries, with an office to themselves 
and a share in the revenues of the abbey, playing their part in the com- 
plex monastic economy and in the daily life of the convent. The

This creates a presumption in favour of the view that these four 
Mortons—Agnes, William, and the two Robetts—wete related; and the presumption 
receives circumstantial confirmation from the close association of William with both Agnes 
and her son, the younger Robert (cf. p. 18). William was sufficiently interested in Agnes 
to include her private accounts in his book on one occasion (at the foot of f. ror: this is 
the only entry of the kind), and sufficiently interested in Robert to take him into his service. 
But the relationship remains no more than a ptesumption.

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obedientiaries were appointed by the abbot, normally with the consent 
of the community: they were removable at will, and changes were 
frequent. At Westminster, where the lists of obedientiaries are almost 
complete for the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, the average tenure 
for an almoner was less than five years;! similarly, at Peterborough, 
there were four treasurers in the period 1445-65.2, Morton was almoner 
for fifteen years, an unusually long period. When he vacated the office 
(¢. 1462) he became infirmarer and very shortly afterward (c. 1463-4), 
warden of Oxney, the rest-house, a small cell lying about three miles to 
the north-east of Peterborough.3 His account book is comparatively 
full down to 1462, but after he had ceased to be almoner he only had 
occasion to enter a few disconnected memoranda. The latest date 
mentioned is Easter week 1467.4 He must have died shortly after, 
perhaps in 1467, certainly by 1471.5 

Although all the members of a monastic community were under the 
abbot’s discipline, in the course of time, partly because of a deliberate 
papal policy, the method of government in a large Benedictine house 
had become oligarchical rather than despotic.6 The abbot was dependent 
on the council of the senior monks in most of his administrative func- 
tions; and the finances of most houses were divided between abbot and 
convent, so that the administration of the abbot’s household and of the 
rest of the monastery were to a large extent independent of one another. 
On the convent side the revenues were generally divided between the 
leading obedientiaries, so that each was more or less in independent 
control of the resources of his office. It is therefore necessary to discuss 
Morton’s place in the system—his role as an obedientiary—before we 
can understand the details of his administration as almoner. 


A. The Obedientiary System 


With the origins and sources of the system we are not concerned: for 
Our purpose it comes into view as part of the great change in the 
financial administration of the larger Benedictine houses which took 
place in the period 1150-1250. It was then (from. 1150) that the formal 
division of monastic revenues between abbot and convent and of the 
convent’s share between the leading obedientiaries first took place.” It

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was then, too (from ¢. 1200), that the abuse of monastic proprietas 
developed, the payment of sums of money to individual monks to buy 
clothes, food, spices, and the like, and the attendant growth of private 
property, which was as consistently condemned by monastic reformers 
as it had been by St. Benedict himself. 7 

The original reasons for these practices are complex and obscute. 
They may have a theoretical foundation, but at the practical level (in 
part at least) they were connected with the need to defend the com- | 
munity against the alienation of property (for feudal and other purposes) . 
by the abbot; partly also with the natural tendency of such institutions 
to earmark funds for particular purposes. In the course of time—and 
it may well be that time is the major factor in this development—these 
allocations reached large proportions. Only a major reform would 
reverse this trend. Such a reform came in the thirteenth century; but 
the reversal was only temporary, and by Morton’s time the detailed 
subdivision of revenue had reached its farthest point of development. 

Financial decentralization had not been long established at Peter- 
borough before it was discovered that it was possible for one department 
to be heavily in debt while the monastery as a whole was prosperous. 
The offices of sacrist, cellarer, and chamberlain were fully established 
by the middle of the twelfth century; the almoner received his main 
endowment from the great abbot Benedict (1177—-93).? His successor, 
Andrew, allotted the rich manors of Alwalton and Fletton in Hunting- 
donshire to the cellarer for the maintenance of the monks’ kitchen. 
But it was soon discovered that their revenues were inadequate, and 
under Robert of Lindsey (1210-22) they were supplemented.3 This was 
the normal process: a temporary deficit might be made good by a single 
grant from another department, but whatever bade fair to be a permanent 
deficiency was covered by an increase in endowment, exactly measured 
for the estimated need. Decentralization normally took the form of 
assigning money to a stated task, which was then put in the charge of a 
particular official. The system was rigid, and often closely circumscribed 
the financial activities of the individual obedientiaries. It also meant 
that each obedientiary acquired a number of minor tasks unconnected 
with his original function.4 In its later stages the system was not only 
complicated but incoherent. 

The rigidity of the system could not survive without important 
changes, and there was naturally a limit to the extent to which im- 
pecunious offices could be shored up with additional endowments.

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There were three possible solutions: the concentration of all finances 
in the hands of a central treasurer or treasurers, as happened at Christ 
Church, Canterbury, but was never, so far as we know, an established 
system at Peterborough; the formation of a central pool from which 
items of extraordinary expenditure, unaccounted for in the complete 
obedientiary system, could be supplied; or the transfer of funds from 
one official to another.! Such transfers were naturally common practice 
in all large houses in the later Middle Ages; and a central reserve fund 
in the charge of a treasurer or bursar, to whom new duties and un- 
assigned income could be given, was established in many, if not most, 
in the middle or late thirteenth century. It was then that changing 
prices and the opportunities afforded by high farming led to an urgent 
demand for the centralization and redistribution of the funds. At 
Peterborough the office of conventual treasurer was set up shortly 
before 1248, became firmly established under the active and litigious 
abbot Richard of London (1274-95), and reached the zenith of its 
influence under the greatest of Peterborough’s administrator abbots, 
Godfrey of Crowland (1321-38).2. The shift in endowment can be 
clearly seen about this time in the story of the manor of Gunthorpe. 
It was purchased by Richard of London from an impecunious neighbour 
for 250 marks, and its profits were mainly given to the almoner; part 
of it was temporarily mortgaged to the cellarer to repay his contribution 
to the purchase price. Some years later the treasurer absorbed the 
almoner’s share.3

But the almost 
universal shift from the direct exploitation of land to a system of farms 
and fixed rents in the late fourteenth century destroyed the strongest 
motive for centralization; and natural centrifugal tendencies and the 
more limited administrative grasp of monastic superiors and their 
advisers combined, at Peterborough as elsewhere, to restore to the 
obedientiaries their fixed incomes and a measure of autonomy. The 
principle of the fixed income regained its sway : and although temporary 
loans or grants might be made down to the Dissolution to cope with 
local deficits, the normal method of restoring the finances of officers 
who could not pay their way was the settlement of a permanent grant 
from the purse of some more fortunate colleague. The surviving 
obedientiary rolls of the fifteenth century? show how far this process 
had gone. Almost every obedientiary received a number of payments 
from his colleagues, and made a number in return, sometimes to the 
same obedientiary from whom he had received an allowance. Such 
cases were, of course, no more than paper transactions, but the fact that 
they were solemnly recorded shows both the rigidity and the con- 
servatism of the accounting organization. 

Two factors helped to increase the complexity of this system. The 
growth in the number of lesser obediences in all monasteries in the late 
twelfth century has been often observed: it seems to have been partly 
due to the general tendency towards decentralization before the great 
reaction of the middle and late thirteenth century, but mainly to the 
gtowing complexity of the administration. It was sometimes encouraged

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by a strong abbot who feared the influence of a too well-endowed 
subordinate or the more serious danger of financial incompetence if too 
great a proportion of the subordinate funds were concentrated in a few 
hands. Some of the new officials, like the sub-almoner, were little more 
than juniors to a major obedientiary; others, like the sub-sacrist and the 
master of the works at Peterborough, had independent incomes and 
separate functions, and were only to a small degree subject to the direc- 
tion of the head of their side of the monastic economy.! In 1291 the 
cellarer, sacrist, sub-sacrist, almoner, chamberlain, pittancer, treasurer, 
and infirmarer all had separate incomes derived from land and other 
property.? Probably already, and certainly by the fifteenth century, a 
number of minor obedientiaries had sums allotted to them for the 
support of their office or for more specific purposes. A clear distinction 
emerges between the greater obedientiaries who maintained separate 
establishments, with two or three or more servants, and the lesser men 
who had only a few shillings to dispose of. Officials like the hostiller 
(ot guestmaster) lay in between. In 1497-8 his income on paper was 
£2. 75. 1d., of which about a third consisted in contributions from the 
sacrist and the almoner, and the rest in rents and oblations. His 
expenses came to £3. 25. 7d., of which 175. went as wages to his servants, 
15s. 2d. in repairs to the buildings under his care, and the remainder, 
sundries apart, in small sums for the hostiller’s summer party, the 
support of the prior, and other minor festivities. It would be absurd to 
measure the importance or judge the function of an obedience solely 
by its receipts and expenses; but for our present purpose this is the 
significant consideration. The numerous small expenses which have no 
conceivable connexion with hospitality, although they do not make up a 
large proportion of his income, illustrate the incoherence of function 
mentioned above. 

The second factor was the growth of proprietas. The full significance 
of this is difficult to assess. In part it certainly reflected the growing 
deviation from the fully communal life of the Rule; but it was also an 
exptession of the tendency to allot money for particular purposes 
previously catered for as need arose out of the common funds of the 
house. These private allowances were kept separate from the official 
funds of the obedientiaries, although an obedientiary who fell into debt 
was sometimes called upon to pay part of his debt out of his privy 
purse;3 no rigid distinction of private and public accounts is to be 
looked for in medieval monastic records. | 

The monks’ stipends were paid at Peterborough partly by the abbot’s 
receiver, but mainly by the treasurer, a fact which indicates that they 
were instituted after the erection of that office in the second half of the 
thirteenth century. In 1522-3 the total paid was £115. 65. 8¢., of which 
£1. 65. 8d. was for the support of the monks studying at Cambridge,

105. for tunics on the feast of St. Luke, and £24 for spices on 
O Sapientia. Almost a third of the total was paid out of funds supplied 
by other obedientiaries: of the tunics allowance, for example, £10. 45. 
was supplied by the cellarer, the almoner, and the pittancer. In an age 
before bank notes and mediums of exchange less cumbersome than 
-metal coin had been invented, it would obviously have simplified the 
administration of the s#pendia if the other obedientiaries had paid their 
contributions to their fellow monks direct rather than through the 
treasurer. In point of fact Morton’s book proves that this was done. 
Every year he records the payment to himself and to a certain number of 
other monks of the stpendia for spices, tunics, and for the feast on 
St. John the Baptist’s day; the residue was paid to the treasurer, but 
only on one occasion was it a sum of any size.! On the evidence of 
Morton’s book alone it would not be clear that it was the treasurer who 
officially administered these funds;2 on the evidence of the treasurer’s 
roll it would appear that the money actually passed through his hands. 
The rigidity of the accounting organization was evidently not always 
accompanied by an equal rigidity in administrative practice. 

On the other hand, there can be no doubt that the treasurer retained 
control over the distribution of the stipendia. The list of monks to 
whom Morton paid his contributions always varies, at least to some 
extent, from year to year; no doubt the treasurer issued instructions to 
him how the money was to be laid out. This is but one of many 
instances of the way in which the complexity of monastic finance must 
have demanded a great deal of collaboration for the system to work 
smoothly. The monks’ diet offers a very clear illustration. The regular 
meals in the refectory were provided in the first instance by the cellarer, 
who, with the aid of the garnerer, supplied the grain and other basic 
necessaries; cooked in the convent kitchen, which was maintained 
partly by the cellarer and partly by the abbot’s receiver; and served 
under the direction of the refectorer. Occasional additions to the normal 
fate were made by the pittancer: and feasts or special dainties on 
important festivals were provided by the abbot, the treasurer, the 
almoner, the hostiller, the pittancer, and the chamberlain. Each of these 
obedientiaries had other functions to perform, and each derived his 
income from a wide variety of sources: from farms, rents, oblations, 
and the like; and from the direct contributions of other departments in 
the monastery. It is easy to see from this simplified picture that co- 
Operation among the obedientiaries themselves and control by the 
abbot or council of senior monks was essential to the smooth working 
of the monastic administration. It is easy to see, furthermore, why 
Richard Harlton should complain in 1446 that the abbot’s side was in 
chaos because there was a multiplicity of officials without any clear 
demarcation of function.4

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In many other ways the independent action of the obedientiaries was 
limited and circumscribed. The close interrelation of functions in the 
daily life of the community; the annual audit of the accounts, which 
often involved adjustments and transfers of revenue; the ultimate con- 
trolling authority of the abbot, to whom in the last resort all owed 
obedience, and who had the power of appointing and removing the 
obedientiaries, in theory at least, as he wished; and perhaps most 
important of all, the ordinary give and take of community life, the 
dominant and imponderable factor in the history of monasticism, 
whether ruled by a kind of functional free trade or directed by the 
energy of a few leading personalities: all these combined to curb the 
autonomy of the obedientiaries and to provide a permanent check on 
the centrifugal tendencies of monastic administration. , 

Nevertheless the most striking fact about the obedientiaries remains 
their independence and autonomy. At times their financial activity may 
have been no more than accounting technique; but in the long run their 
independence was something far more significant. In England there 
was a temporary reaction against it shortly before the Dissolution, 
which took the form of centralization of a number of the major offices 
in the hands of a single Pooh-Bah, sometimes the abbot himself. But 
on the Continent devolution continued, until eventually the obedience 
became a benefice, and the holder legally irremovable. We are far 
enough from that. But the problem remains; and its solution, no doubt, 
lies deep in the sociology of late medieval monasticism. 


B. The Almoner 


_ Almsgiving has always been one of the principal duties of a monastic 
community, as of every religious institution : the support of the sick and 
poor is carefully enjoined in St. Benedict’s Rule.t In early days the 
abbot himself was often directly responsible for it. But by the tenth 
centuty it was beginning to be the practice in some houses for the 
arrangements for almsgiving, as for many other duties, to be delegated 
to particular officials—first to the hostiarius and his subordinate the 
guestmaster (or hostiller), and later, and more commonly, to the 
almoner. The title is first met in the early customs of Cluny; and there 
is no doubt that it was from Cluny, through the medium of the Monastic 
Constitutions of Archbishop Lanfranc, that the almoner first came to 
England shortly after the Norman Conquest.? In the early twelfth 
century we find evidence of the almoner receiving an independent 
income in some English abbeys; by the end of the century he had taken 
his place in almost all, as one of the four or five leading obedientiaries 
with a separate office and an income of his own. 

The office of almoner, like the obedientiary system as a whole, awaits 
its historian: of its history on the Continent very little is known, while

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the material already collected in this country, though considerable, is 
diffuse and hard to digest. I must therefore content myself with a few 
preliminary generalizations and conjectures, which may in the fullness 
of time be shown to be quite erroneous. 
It would*seem that in origin the almoner was not the official most 
directly concerned with alms as usually understood; nor was he ever 
their sole dispenser.t But he must always have been concerned in the — 
distribution of money doles and of the food left over from the monks’ 
meals; and no doubt he was from an early date the official subordinate 
of the abbot and cellarer in the disposal of their alms. In the Cluny 
customs and Lanfranc’s Constitutions he appears as a sort of district 
visitor—visiting the sick and the aged in their homes or arranging for 
such ministrations—and the superintendent of a hospital (in the medieval 
sense of alms-houses or old peoples’ home). Of the former function 
there is no trace after the eleventh century, and it presumably fell into 
abeyance. But the running of a hospital was the chief specific function 
of most English monastic almoners throughout the later Middle Ages.? 
The medieval conception of charity (in the narrow sense) was primarily 
concerned with the maintenance of the very old and the very young— 
that is, with hospitals and schools. Secular charitable foundations of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries normally consisted of school and 
hospital combined, and Christ’s Hospital is a living witness to the fact 
that no clear line was drawn between the two in the sixteenth century. 
The monastic hospitals, on the other hand, were very rarely accom- 
panied by schools. Postulants and novices apart, the only children 
supported by the monks were a few choir boys and the like, lodged in 
the almonry, but as commonly as not instructed in the local grammar- 
school.3 By aid to the novices, by support of the almonry boys and 
occasionally of a choir school, as well as in other ways, the monastic 
almoner showed that his charitable functions were remotely connected 
with education. On Maundy Thursday, in every community, the monks 
washed the feet of an equivalent number of poor men chosen for the 
purpose, in commemoration of the Last Supper. The poor men were 
usually treated to a feast or at least a dole.t The organization of this 
ceremony was normally the work of the almoner (sometimes aided by 
the cellarer) : it was commonly his one ritual function.’ These specific

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activities apart, he arranged for the distribution of food, clothing, and 
money to the poor according to the custom of each house. 

The immense distributions of alms to the poor which took place at 
frequent intervals at St.-Denis and Cluny and other continental houses 
seem to have no parallel in England, nor is there any evidence of 
monasteries which allotted one-tenth of their income to alms, as is said 
to have been common abroad.! There is record in the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries of individual English abbots with an exceptional 
record for almsgiving. In the later Middle Ages it seems to have been 
reduced to a minimum : Professor Savine showed that the average com- 
pulsory alms—that is, the revenue from endowments specifically for 
alms—was well below 3 per cent. of the total monastic income in the 
Valor Ecclesiasticus, the tax returns of 1535.2 The evidence he adduced 
is unexceptionable, since compulsory alms were exempt from tax, and 
would not be underestimated in the monks’ claims. Furthermore, this 
evidence is confirmed by the surviving accounts of the later Middle 
Ages, which seem to show that in the main the total of voluntary alms 
added little to the compulsory. Occasionally even these small sums 
were diverted to another type of pauperes, the monks themselves.3 An 
analysis of the functions of almoners and the expenses on alms in a few 
of the leading Benedictine houses makes this clear :+ but one important 
proviso is necessary. A great deal of almsgiving can take place, in the 
shape of the distribution of food left over and used clothing, without 
making any impression on the accounts. Such distributions undoubtedly 
_ occurred and were perhaps of normal occurrence; in fact it is possible 

to imagine ways in which a spectacular distribution of alms could be 
made without leaving any trace in the official accounts. But there is no 
reason to suppose that the accounts are seriously misleading, and it is 
most unlikely that Savine’s percentage was greatly exceeded in any 
house. The evidence suggests that by the fifteenth century voluntary 
alms were cut toa minimum. When money is scarce and it is difficult to 
balance the accounts, the reduction of alms is only too easy and obvious 
an economy. Sir Thomas More found so great a crowd of poor at the 
gate of Westminster Abbey that his road was blocked; but the actual 
expense to the monks of these distributions is known, and formed a 
small proportion of their total income.5 

The income spent on alms was a small fraction of the monastic 
revenues as a whole; and although the almoner was not the only alms- 
giver—and sometimes not the most important—it is noticeable that the 
poor do not often bulk large in his accounts. In the budget of every 
almoner who had a separate establishment, the maintenance of his office, 
repairs to buildings and other property, the wages of his servants, and

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the like were always a large item. The proportion thus absorbed varied 
with the size and nature of the buildings to be maintained and the 
extent of the almoner’s duties. It is not always fair to judge him by the 
fraction of his income actually spent on alms.! But frequently it seems 
to be small out of all comparison to his real function, and it is hard to 
see how his position can be justified. At Ely in the early fourteenth 
century, out of an income of about £100 a year, the almoner supported 
seven servants: but he also had a chaplain, and in 1328-9 two school- 
masters and twenty-three boys, apart from the regular distribution of 
old clothes, surplus food, and other doles to the poor. As the years 
passed, his staff and establishment remained as generous as ever, but the 
almonry boys sharply declined in numbers.? This kind of decay was 
probably quite common. . 

At Ely, as at Christ Church, Canterbury, the almoner was almost the 
only obedientiary whose finances were independent of the central 
treasurer.3 No doubt the reason for this was originally a desire to give 
his office and its expenses greater stability. By the fifteenth century 
there was little difference in its workings in most houses from those of 
the other leading obedientiaries ; but the almoner was always among the 
most independent. 

The first calls on the purse of the Peterborough almoner were the 
maintenance of two hospitals and the distribution of certain small 
quantities of alms: the rest of his income went either to the support of 
other departments or to the upkeep of his own office, staff, and estates. 
There is no evidence of any almonry boys or of a song school.4 The 
Valor Ecclesiasticus shows that the abbey claimed in the early sixteenth 
century to be paying about £60 a year in compulsory alms. It is im- 
possible to say exactly what proportion of this sum was actually paid by 
the almoner, although he presumably handled the greater part of it. 
Thus, for instance, 8d. a day (just over £12 a year) was issued by abbot 
and cellarer to certain poor men and women; 9 quarters of wheat were 
distributed to the poor—five by the almoner and four by the sacrist; 
8 quarters of peas by the almoner; on Maundy Thursday the expenses 
in alms were assessed at £2. 185. 4d., of which the almoner paid 305., the 
chamberlain 155., and the cellarer 135. 4d. The largest items were the 
payments to the eight poor men of St. Leonard’s hospital (40s. each) 
and to the eight poor women of the hospital of St. Thomas of Canter- 
bury (335. 4d. each).3 By analogy, we should presume that these sums 
were paid by the almoner, but there is no evidence that such was the 
case, and it is very remarkable if so that there is no record of it in 
William Morton’s book. In fact, such evidence as there is suggests that

It is possible but hardly prob- 
able that the sums mentioned in the Va/or passed through the almonet’s 
hands without being recorded in Morton’s book, since he did not 
always note fixed annual payments there. Thus the distribution of 
bread on All Souls’ Day is the only form of alms regularly referred to; 
otherwise there are only two passing mentions of alms; the Maundy 
Thursday expenses are never mentioned. The references to the sisters 
in St. Thomas’s chapel (or hospital) seem to show Morton paying an 
annual sum of about 3s. 4d. or thereabouts to each of the sisters and 
some small sum to their servant, with occasional additions for robes 
and repairs to the fabric. The numerous references to St. Leonatd’s 
hospital are all concerned with estate management, repairs, and the like. 
In any case it is certain that the almoner was the man primarily respon- 
sible for the administration of both the hospitals. This obscurity is a 
salutary warning of the danger of measuring an almoner’s function 
solely by the details of his receipts and expenses. 

The hospital of St. Leonard lay at the west end of the town: it had 
originally been a leper-house, and the first reference to it is in 1125, 
when it was already a flourishing institution. By the fifteenth century it 
had been converted into an ordinary hospital for about eight old 
bedesmen. The chapel and hospital of St. Thomas of Canterbury was 
founded by Abbot William of Waterville shortly before his deposition 
in 1175: the chancel still exists near the west gate of the precincts; the 
nave had been pulled down as early as 1402 to provide material for the 
new parish church in the market-place.3 

Of his expenses within the convent, the most considerable were his 
payments to the treasurer already mentioned, amounting in 1522-3 to 
£8. 165. 8d. or thereabouts, and £2. 35. 8d. in rents. He paid something 
towards the prior’s sojourn at Oxney. To the infirmarer he owed a 
farm of £3. 65., with the possibility of additional levies (as in 1379-80); 
to the hostiller a rent of 4s.; and to the precentor the usual small fee 
pro ostensione librorum. Along with the sacrist and perhaps other 
obedientiaries, he paid an annual sum towards the support of the monks

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studying at university.1 In addition he gave a meal to some of his 
colleagues and their servants at Sexagesima and on the feast of St. Mary 
Magdalene, occasional small issues of wine to the convent, extra meals 
at the season of bloodletting, and tips to the abbey servants.2 From 
time to time sums passed to the sub-almoner, whose functions are 
utterly obscure. He seems to have distributed a little alms and to have 
maintained an office; and a passing mention of pueri in subelemosinaria 
may possibly imply that he maintained almonry boys, but this is un- 
certain. The almoner seems to have kept a wary eye on his subordinate 
official,+ but there is surprisingly little reference to the sub-almonry in 
Morton’s book. The remainder of his resources went to the upkeep and 
repair of his office and gardens, and to the payment of his vicar in choir, 
brother Thomas of St. Neot’s,5 and his servants and collectors. 

At the heart of William Morton’s administration lay his office, close 
by the east gate of the monastery, with its group of gardens and closes 
attached—the almoner’s garden, ‘the Trenches’, and St. John’s Close. 
It would seem that the old parish church of St. John lay immediately 
to the north of the almoner’s property (by the road junction where 
St. John’s Road now begins); near it lay the close or cemetery and the 
vicarage. The close was adjoining Morton’s garden; in it he planted 
ash-trees and his servants caught rabbits for his table. Presumably it 
had fallen into his hands when the parish church was moved to its 
present site in the market-place in exchange for the nave of the Becket 
chapel, which had been granted to the parishioners for a quarry. St. 
John’s Close is on the east side of what is now Vineyard Road; and 
Vineyard Road owes its name to the old vineyard of the monastery 
which lay to the west of it, whose southern part (now the garden of the 
Archdeaconry House) was evidently the almoner’s garden. It may be ~ 
that it was a formal garden for vegetables and flowers after the manner 
of those described in The Goodman of Paris: we only know that he 
planted herbs and leeks in it.6

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It was in his office that Morton must have spent most of his time, 
with his two or three servants, with his registers and records, his 
accounts, tallies, and money-bags. His chief book was his register, 
which was presumably similar in form to the almonet’s registers which 
have survived at Durham and Worcester. It would have been primarily 
a cattulary, a collection of title-deeds; but it seems also to have con- 
tained rentals and surveys, and, perhaps, notes of the almonetr’s duties 
and regular expenses. Of his legal records, court rolls, and the like, we 
know nothing apart from a few extracts in the present text and a refer- 
ence to a book recording the process between Morton and the vicar of 
Maxey.” As almoner Morton was the tenant and the agent of a large 
estate; and the duties of a medieval land-agent were even more varied 
than those of his modern successor. 

The names of about eight of Morton’s servants occur in his book, but 
it seems doubtful if he employed more than three at any one time.3 
There are numerous references to John Coldwell from 1453 onwards 
and to Robert Morton from 1456: between them they clearly performed 
the bulk of his errands. John Coldwell in particular appears as his most 
trusted officer. His wages were 15. 1}d. a week, paid in regular monthly 
instalments.+ He was frequently employed in collecting money from 
Morton’s debtors, and travelled on his behalf to Oxford and to London,s 
apart from frequent journeys nearer home. Morton had to keep very 
exact accounts with Coldwell, and these occur throughout the book; 
their transactions also show Coldwell holding a certain amount of 
property, and now and then selling a horse or the like on his ow 
account.® 

This staff may seem modest when compared with the seven servants 
of the Ely almoner, and in consideration of Savine’s evidence that there 
were three laymen to every monk in many English monasteries on the 
eve of the Dissolution.” It is true that some departments in a monastery 
would need a far heavier staff than his; and it is true that Morton was not 
particularly prosperous among almoners. In any case it seems to have 
been adequate to his needs. Most of the ordinary tasks which needed 
doing were performed by local professionals—threshers, carpenters, 
thatchers, tilers, and the rest. But the men who played the largest partin 
Morton’s affairs, apart from his servants, were his rent-collectors and the 
men who held his estates at farm. It is time to look somewhat more closely 
at the sources of his income and the range of his economic activities.

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C. Estate Management 


The main sources of the almoner’s income were profits of land, both 
rural and urban, and tithes. The urban rents were mostly in Peter- 
borough itself, although dwellings to which no agricultural land was 
attached figured also among the almoner’s possessions in such villages 
as Gunthorpe. However, by the middle of the fifteenth century the 
differences between these two sources of revenue—the form which their 
income took and the manner in which they were administered—were 
not as clearly marked as they may have been a century or two previously. 
Most of these properties, whether in the town of Peterborough or the 
purely rural parts of the Peterborough soke, yielded fixed money rents 
in vatious forms. Only pastures, woodlands, and some of the tithes 
produced fluctuating revenues in kind. 

By the time of Morton’s account the almoner’s agricultural holdings 
had apparently ceased to be burdened by more than the vestiges of the 
regular obligations of personal service or to be associated with any 
customary payments denoting the unfree status of the tenants. The 
rents now represented the full money equivalent of all, or nearly all, the 
obligations which had once upon a time been borne by landholders. 
Customary holdings were presumably subject to limitations of sale and 
inheritance (the account tells us nothing about this). Here and there it 
is also possible to discover faint traces of surviving labour dues and 
personal obligations. When the almoner was engaged in building a 
mill at Sutton the precarie (‘love boons’) of the tenants provided much 
of the necessary carting.! The account also contains one or two fleeting 
references to suit of court due from some of the almoner’s lands. 

These lingering limitations and obligations, though few and no 
longer heavy, may account for the slight difference of yield between the 
almoner’s customary rents and the rents he was able to charge for 
unrestricted leases. The rents for virgate holdings which were obviously 
customaty, such as those of Sutton, listed on p. 48, varied according to 
the appurtenances and supplementary holdings attached to individual 
virgates, but never exceeded 10s. and were sometimes as low as 6s. 84. 
A cottage with 4 acres in Sutton commanded the rent of 35. 4d. and 
another cottage with 2 acres was let for 1s. 8d. These rents were 
substantially higher than the money payments due from similar holdings 
on the Peterborough estates at the time when they were still burdened 
with other customary dues, but apparently they were not higher than 
the thirteenth-century money rents from tenements held free of labour 
service. In at least one instance the account records a recent reduction 
in the customary rent of a virgate from 115. to 85.2 

On the other hand, some of the almoner’s land which had recently 
been let out and was not burdened by any customary obligations and 
not subject to any customary limitation, carried somewhat higher rent. 
Seven acres in the immediate neighbourhood of Peterborough were let 
for 4s., another 10 acres in the same area were let for 125.3 A similarly

meadowland commanded a rent as high as 46s. 9d. or about 25. per 
acre.1 These may of course have been exceptionally dear lands, for 
meadowland was much more valuable than arable, and close proximity 
to Peterborough was also rated highly. Holdings and dwellings within 
the borough bore witness to the high level of urban rents: a mere 
cottage could be worth 6s. 8d. per annum.? On the other hand, the 
terminology of the account differentiates clearly between the ‘assised 
rents’ of customary holdings and the rents for the ‘farms’ or newly 
created leases, and the distinction was probably not merely one of 
nomenclature. | 

The bulk of William Morton’s rents and revenues from land came » 
from places within the soke of Peterborough—the borough itself, 
Gunthorpe, Sutton, Maxey, and Paston. The revenues in the borough 
came from lodgings and shops or else from meadows and woods on 
the outskirts. The account mentions the meadows at ‘Mukhylle gap’, 
at “Fallam hyrne’, at ‘Stone Pyttys’, and in miscellaneous crofts. The 
latter probably included the site of the hospital, that of at least one 
churchyard, and bits and pieces of land strewn all over Peterborough 
and its immediate vicinity. The almoner’s woodlands in the Peter- 
borough area are described as Eastwood and Westwood.3 

The revenues in Gunthorpe consisted exclusively of tithes. From 
Sutton the almoner derived both rents and profits of a church and a 
wood.’ During the years coveted by the account William Morton also 
constructed a water-mill by the Sutton bridge—the ‘Brigmill’—which 
brought in about £2 per annum.® The main sources of income from 
Maxey and Paston came from their appropriated rectories.7 The two 
tectories were apparently the two most valuable single properties in the 
possession of the almoner. William Morton did not exploit them in the 
same manner. The rectory of Maxey, which presumably had a con- 
siderable amount of glebe land attached to it, was as a rule let out to a 
lay ‘farmer’ for a fixed annual farm of £19. 10s. On the other hand, the

some tenements in Peterborough itself, including land attached to St. Leonard’s Hospital

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profits of the rectory of Paston went in the first place to the rector, who 
accounted for them to the almoner or his receivers.? 

The account suggests that the Maxey arrangement was not wholly 
satisfactory to Morton. From 1451 to 1454 we find him engaged in a 
protracted suit before the ecclesiastical authorities of the diocese of 
Lincoln and before the Papal Curia endeavouring to unseat the vicar 
of Maxey. It would be surprising if Morton’s objections to the sitting 
vicar were provoked solely by the latter’s spiritual failings or pastoral 
delinquencies. The document is, however, silent about any short- 
comings in the economic or administrative arrangements in the church 
of Maxey (some of the folios concerned with the case are missing), and 
the reader is left to his own speculation. 

William Morton obviously. was a careful and economically minded 
manager of his properties. On many manorial estates which were 
‘farmed’ in the fifteenth century the ‘farming’ agreements made no pro- 
vision for the upkeep of land and buildings and equipment of their 
estates. But the almoner’s properties were well looked after. Under his 
agreements with his tenants and ‘farmers’ he apparently bore the 
tesponsibility for repairs, and the account abounds with references to 
repairs and improvements carried out on his various properties, and 
above all to the upkeep of his farm buildings. The references to the 
upkeep and reconstruction of the almoner’s urban properties are also 
very frequent. On at least one of his Peterborough properties a “shoppe 
wyndowe’ was made at his expense.3 

In addition William Morton also appears to have possessed and 
maintained buildings and ‘capital equipment’ which he himself used and 
occupied. For in spite of his being so pre-eminently a rentier, he was 
himself engaged in certain agricultural and quasi-agricultural activities. 
At one time we find him organizing the ploughing, sowing, and reaping 
of a small piece of land.4 But arable occupations of this nature were not 
characteristic of his main interests. Much more characteristic and 
important were the operations which he had to carry out for the 
efficient management of his tithes and farms. Tithes, unless farmed for 
fixed sums of money, came in kind; and the account shows the almoner 
otganizing their collection in sheaves and their transportation to his 
‘office’ and his grange. We also find him repeatedly hiring men to 
thresh and winnow his tithe grain.s Whether his transactions with 
millers and bakers were, so to speak, a further stage in the management 


of his own produce we do not know. As almoner he would be expected 


to provide bread for the hospital and for occasional distribution. But 
there is little doubt that he made a great deal of malt, for we do find 
frequent references not only to malt-making but also to repeated sales 
of large quantities of malt to outsiders.®

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William Morton also exploited directly most of his woods and 
pastures. We find him cutting and selling timber, firewood, and brush- 
wood, and even bark for tanning. In these activities he reveals himself 
as a careful and provident manager. He watches over the cutting of 
trees and other dilapidations in his woods by tenants, and himself takes 
care to maintain his plantations. The entries for 1456-7 describe the 
planting—or perhaps the replanting—of a piece of woodland on land 
adjacent to the old church of St. John the Baptist and in a place 
described as ‘le Trenchys’. We see him not only clearing and selling 
the brushwood growing there but also planting a large quantity of 
young trees: to be more precise, 7oo ashes and two cartloads of willow 
plants.! } 

Meadows could be and were exploited in several ways. Morton 
obviously possessed and pastured on his meadows a herd of cattle of his 
own, for he repeatedly records his sales of cows and calves for slaughter 
and his frequent business dealings with Peterborough butchers— 
especially with John Beylde and Robert Orwin, both described as 
‘bochers’.2 We also find him ‘lending’ cows and calves to ‘borrowers’ 
of cattle. 

Another method of exploiting meadows was to grow hay for sale: an 
activity well exemplified in the account. But in addition Morton also 
let herbage for short periods or took in other people’s cattle for agist- 
ment or grazing on his own land. The grazing agreements appear to 
have been especially profitable, for pastures so close to the centre of the 
borough as his commanded high prices.3 It is therefore not surprising 
that he should have tried to put to account evety bit of grass he could 
lay his hand on: in ‘trenches’, hedgerows, and cemeteries. ‘The old 
churchyard of St. John the Baptist which belonged to him was in 
demand as a cow pasture.4 | 

These and other transactions disprove the ovet-simple notions 
current among historians about the universal slaughter of animals in the 
winter. Winter keep was undeniably very costly, especially on the town 
pastures of Peterborough. At rs. 6d. to 35. 6d. per beast it repre- 
sented anything from a quarter to a half of the value of a full-crown 
cow. There is, however, little doubt that Morton’s meadows were 
stocked in the winter. His table also bears witness to a steady supply of 
meat throughout the year,s though it is impossible to know how much 
of this was salted. 

William Morton’s involvement with. pasture, herbage, cattle, and 
butchers may also account for his frequent ‘loans’ of cows. It is, how- 
ever, difficult to escape the suspicion that now and again Morton ‘lent’ 
his cows and calves to cover up a little profitable money-lending. 
According to the rough-and-ready ptinciples which in the later Middle

therefore employed to legitimize petty borrowings on interest. When 
the account shows the almoner ‘lending’ a cow for a couple of years 
there is perhaps no reason for regarding the transaction as anything 
other than what it purports to be. But when we read that Morton lent 
cows for a period of five years, or a cow ten years old for three years at 
3. per annum with an understanding to repay a stipulated sum of money 
if the cow could not be ‘returned’, the impression that this is a disguised 
money loan is inescapable.! 

Other loans to individuals of every station and profession will be 
found scattered all over the account. They are, as a rule, humble men 
and women owing small sums of money, sometimes for arrears of rent 
ot for money owed for grain, malt, or firewood bought of the almoner, 
and sometimes representing petty loans of cash. At least one of the 
debtors, Agnes Morton, may have been a relative whom the almoner 
employed in all the occupations in which medieval women appear to 
have specialized—as an ale-wife, a maltster, a spinner of linen thread, 
and a maker of hair sieves.” 

The only substantial men among Morton’s debtors are the merchants 
with whom he has his business dealings, and among them his two 
butchers, who frequently buy from him agricultural produce—mostly 
cattle, grain, hay, and timber. In these sales credit, sometimes for 
periods as long as a year, is expected and given. The curious thing is 
that Morton, who is obviously a man of substance seldom short of 
cash, buys his own supplies (mainly spices, wine, building materials, 
such as sticks, bricks, lime, nails) on credit from suppliers who are 
often the same people who buy from him on credit. At regular intervals 
these mutual debts are set off against each other and net balances are 
either settled in cash or carried over for another term.3 

These and other activities in which Morton engaged required a large 
amount of transport both by land and by water. It would hardly be an 
exaggeration to say that over the period covered by the account Morton 
was called upon to arrange for the transport of many hundred cartloads 
of goods. Considering the scattered character of his possessions, the 
scale and frequency of his dealings with carters and carriers is quite 
understandable, but his dealings also make it clear that Morton was able 
to manage his scattered possessions as he did on the assumption that | 
the means of transport were sufficient for the purpose. | 

In other words, it looks as if medieval transport, inefficient as it was, 
made it possible to move bulky goods without prohibitive additions to 
costs. Water transport was of course cheaper than cartage; but the 
carting of goods within Peterborough can be assumed to have been 
cheap enough to justify a great deal of carting to Morton’s ‘office’ 
from every part of the city. But Morton also transported large quantities 
of cheap and bulky produce—timber, firewood, clay, chalk, straw—to

As each payment probably included the charge for the return journey 
(and the costs of loading in the account make no other allowances for 
this item), the cost of Morton’s transport does not work out much 
above, and must frequently have been well below, the 1d. per ton-mile, 
which, according to Thorold Rogers, was the average cost of transport 
by peasant carts. Expressed as a percentage of total costs Morton’s 
charges do not greatly differ from corresponding costs in our own time. 
The carriage of 6,400 bricks by water from ‘Wygnale’ (? Wiggenhall, 
neat Lynn, Norfolk) cost 6s. 54. or about 28 per cent. of the cost of the 
bricks (235. 4d.). The transport of 20 pieces of oak, worth 155., came 
to 15. 2d. or about 8 per cent. of the total cost; 4 quarters of wheat, 
ground and baked into bread for distribution to the poor, cost 10d. to 
move from Maxey to Peterborough—about 3 per cent.! 

In other words, the evidence of Morton’s account bears out a con- 
clusion reached elsewhere, that in the Middle Ages the proportion of 
transport costs to total costs may not have been higher than it is now, 
and that this may have been one of the reasons why men in the Middle 
Ages found it possible to trade as they did. 


To complete the picture of Morton’s economy we need the aid of his 
annual account rolls : it is a misfortune that none of them have survived. 
They are frequently referred to in Morton’s notebook—treference is 
made to earlier accounts to check rents and other dues, and entries are 
cancelled because they have been transferred to the official account roll.3 
In accordance with the almost universal practice among English land- 
owners, religious and secular alike, these account rolls were drawn up

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in fair copy each year for the audit of the accounts of every limb of the 
monastic economy, from the bailiffs and collectors up to the abbot’s 
receiver. The almoner’s collectors’ accounts were summarized on the 
almoner’s roll: whether the almonet’s roll was further summarized in a 
general statement of all the obedientiaries’ accounts, such as was com- 
piled at Christ Church, Canterbury, Norwich, and elsewhere,! is not 
known. It is clear from the evidence of Prior Richard Harlton, who 
could estimate fairly closely the normal total income of the convent side 
as well as of the abbot’s, that when he had been in control of the audit 
it had been possible for him to assess the overall financial position of 
the abbey.? 

In 1436, according to Harlton, the total income of the house was 
approximately £1,500 a year, of which the abbot’s side had about £700,3 
the convent £800: a comparison with the abbot’s receiver’s account for 
1415 seems to indicate that the gross income would have been some- 
what higher.* In 1535 the total gross income is given as £1,979. 75. 5 $4. 
the net income as £1,721. 145. ofd.5 This cannot be an over-estimate, 
and is probably not far wrong; we may say that the gross income was 
then about £2,000. The almoner’s gross annual income in 1535 amounts 
to £82. 5s. 10o1d.: a comparison of certain items in detail seems to 
indicate that Morton’s was somewhat higher. But a statement of a

In 1449 he garnered 12 quartets of 
wheat and, in 1450, 8 quarters and 1 skep (pp. 15, 36-7), so that it looks as though this 
amounts to a substantial omission in the 1448 account; but unfortunately the cash yield 
from the tithe is never given in later years, and it is clear that it fluctuated considerably. 

These figures, in so far as a conclusion can be drawn from them, suggest that Morton’s 
income was higher than that of his successor in 1535; but allowance must be made for 
the fact (2) that we have only been able to compare the income from between a third and 
a quarter of his properties, and (J) that the assessment in the Va/or may be too low (this 
seems patticularly likely to apply to the Gunthorpe tithe, which fluctuated with the harvest, 
and would therefore be more open to under-assessment than a fixed rent or farm). No 
comparison is possible with the position of the almoner in earlier days. 

Our only hint of the almoner‘s overall financial position is the note on p. 123 that 
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gross annual income gives little real idea of an obedientiary’s financial 
position. Without any of his account rolls, it is impossible to tell 
exactly how much of Morton’s income went in customary payments 
and rents to his colleagues or how the resultant income was disposed. 
Morton’s income was large, but there is no evidence from his book of 
teal prosperity: at least, there is no indication of any unduly heavy 
expenditure on himself or his household. He seems to have lived quietly 
and on the whole economically—an able business man on a small 
scale—keeping his administrative machine in play: doing his accounts, 
organizing and maintaining his office and the hospital, keeping up his 
houses and barns, buying and selling, ‘getting and spending’.: 


Ill. THe Boox 


The manuscript to which we have given the title “The Book of 
William Morton’ is British Museum Cotton MS. Vespasian A XXIV. 
It is a small book of 99 folios, about 54x 84 in. (¢. 145 x 220 mm.) 
written for the most part on paper, with two parchment slips inserted.2 
It is roughly and irregularly constructed and tightly bound, so that the 
following collation cannot be guaranteed in every detail; but it appears 
to be made up as follows: 1 parchment leaf+- 124 (23-4, ff. 24-5, partly 

cancelled) + 216+ 320+ 4716 (ff. 62-76: a leaf seems to be missing between 

ff. 61 and 623) +52 (f. 94 is a parchment leaf inserted; ff. 95-7 are 
blank) +2 sheets of modern paper. The last page of quire 5, f. 97», is 
dirty, and obviously formed the back of the volume at one time. 

The numerous cross-references and chronological data in the text 
show that the order of quires is correct and that in the main it is in the 
state in which it left Morton’s hands. But they also show that between 
ff. 25 and 26 (i.e. between quires 1 and 2) a quire is missing. The lost 
entries covered the 14th and most of the 15th years of Abbot Richard. 
Two cross-references span the gap: ff. 77 (p. 13) to 34v (p. 62) are 
counted as 46 folios, and ff. 137 (pp. 25-6) to 457 (p. 81) as 50 folios; 
since Morton normally counts inclusively, this suggests that about 
17 or 18 folios are missing, but his reckoning varied too much for an 
exact estimate. 

On f. 58” (p. 106) we are referred to the penultimate folio of the 
book. The symbol and the cross-reference are unfortunately not to be 
found elsewhere; but since the tops of most of the folios towards the 
end have been defaced by damp, it seems probable that it once occurred 
there. The book now closes with the inserted slip (f. 94) and three 
blank leaves. The last folio on which there is writing is, properly 
speaking, f. 93; and the first entries which can be deciphered on f. 920 
telate to metalwork, which would fit the cross-reference on f. 582.

With the exception of four short passages the book is written in one 
hand of the mid-fifteenth century. The exceptions are as follows: the 
taxation assessment on f. 17; John Winwick’s debtors and the account 
of the church on Stamford bridge for 1427-8, in different hands, on 
f. 3r-v; the Sutton court roll on ff. 127-137; and the curious historical 
jottings in the first paragraph of f. 230.1 The Sutton court roll is 
relevant to and contemporary with its present context; the remainder 
seem to have been already written on the paper out of which the book 
was made—this must certainly be true of the Stamford account. The 
watermarks suggest that Morton collected old scraps of rough paper 
for his first quire, then added further quires as they were needed. The 
system of cross-references presupposes that the quires were roughly 
tacked together, at least, while Morton was using them. 

Since the manuscript consists throughout of the rough accounts and 
memoranda of William Morton, it would seem natural to suppose that 
the single hand which wrote a large majority of the entries was his. 
Normally everybody is referred to in the third person, including Morton 
himself, but on the rare occasions when the first person singular occurs, 
it always refers to Morton. If further proof were needed, I think a close 
scrutiny of the text leaves a strong impression that it was written by the 
almoner in person. It is, moreover, improbable that any one of his 
clerks or servants was in his employment from the time he became 
almoner right through to 1467. . 

The basic arrangement of the book is chronological. At the head of 
nearly every page is written the date, generally the year of Abbot 
Richard Ashton,3 and approximately seven or eight folios are devoted 
to each year. But often entries relating to a number of different years 
are put down on the same page. A detailed inspection of the arrange- 
ment and of the handwriting reveals that many of the transactions were 
entered as they occurred, from day to day, but that at times a series of 
entties, covering weeks or even months, were made at once. The 
writer constantly turned back to the earlier pages of his book to make 
new entries, or to add marginal notes and cross-references. The number 
of these last is very large, and they enable us not only to check the 
original order of the quires but to see how Morton set to work. They 
provide us, as they provided him, with the signposts by which to follow 
out the purpose and uses of the book. 
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As a record of Morton’s administration the book is incomplete : his 
tallies and bills, his formal account rolls, his register, and the other 
stock-in-trade of a busy monastic official have disappeared without 
leaving a trace. Moreover, his revenues and expenses and all his 
activities were a closely integrated part of the complicated structure of 
the monastic economy. We have some other documents, very few of 
them strictly contemporary, with which to compare it; and by covering 
a period of twenty-odd years it provides a far more satisfactory picture 
than a stray account roll covering only one or two. But in the main it 
is isolated and without context, and that detracts from its value as 
evidence and the sureness of our interpretation of it. A person in 
Motton’s position might be expected to keep accounts for four main 
reasons: as a record of the state of his dealings with creditors and 
debtors, as a check on the level of his expenditure, to observe his overall 
financial position—the balance of profit and loss—and to render an 
account of his stewardship at the annual audit. But the level of expendi- 
ture and the significant balance of profit or loss cannot be truly assessed 
by any routine method of book-keeping; and the medieval adminis- 
trator had little idea of how to distinguish income and capital expendi- 
ture and rarely attempted a proper assessment of profit and loss. An 
obedientiary, as the head of a small department in a large non-profit- 
making concern, was apparently content to observe his general position 
as it emerged from the annual account roll compiled for the audit. The 
third and fourth needs were thus adequately covered by the account 
roll. This roll is the only sort of account which normally survives, and 
a specimen of it lies at the heart of all medieval English treatises on 
accounting and estate management. The technique of accounting was 
based on the moral need to detect the unjust steward rather than on the 
dictates of economic suitability. 

The medieval account roll represents the year’s transactions in a con- 
ventional and simplified form. Behind them lay the complexity of 
everyday business, the give and take of cash and credit. How were 
individual debts and credits recorded? And how was this mass of detail 
translated into the annual account roll? 

The answer to these questions is not at all clearly known. But there 
were two types of record which were fundamental: the tallies, notched 
and inscribed and then divided to form bill and receipt;? and the 
account rolls of previous years, which would clearly reveal those annual 
receipts and expenses which were unvarying. In an age when most of 
the monastic lands were let out at farm, and many payments fixed by 
custom, a great part of the obedientiary’s roll would alter little from 
year to year. 

William Morton’s book may be said to bridge the gap between his

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tallies and his account rolls. Tallies are constantly referred to, and a 
very high proportion of the entries are presumably transcripts of them. 
A great number of transactions are cancelled or crossed out as having 
been transferred to the account roll—scribitur, seribitur in compoto, ot the 
like. There are numerous marginal notes and headings, sometimes 
written at the same time as the entries beside them, sometimes added 
later; these help to analyse the transaction into groups. Sometimes the 
marginalia simply consist of the names of the debtor or creditor 
involved. Frequently they describe the type of transaction, and then in 
such terms—custus in Burgo, forinseca expensa, Sutton recepta, Sutton com- 
potus ot Sutton alone, and so forth—as would normally be the headings 
in a formal account roll, or something approximating to them. It is 
clear that these were put in not only for convenience of reference but 
also as a preliminary to the rearrangement of the material for the annual 
account. In addition, previous account rolls are sometimes referred to 
for comparison or to establish the size of some customary rent or the 
like. 

But a complete statement of his annual accounts cannot be recovered 
from his book. His annual payments of alms to the poor, apart from the 
distribution on All Souls’ Day, are only twice mentioned.2 They were 
small, but we know from other evidence that they existed.3 His 
servants’ wages ate poorly represented : he records his first payments to 
Baly, Estaze, and Coldwell, but after three and a half years even 
Coldwell’s disappear. None of the annual payments to other monks 
or to his fellow obedientiaries is given for every year he held office. 
Examples could no doubt be multiplied: sufficient has been said to 
show that this book is not a complete record of his accounts. It is 
possible that with the aid of his tallies, his rolls, and his memory he 
could have constructed a complete account; and it is certain that the 
majority of his annual receipts and expenses is included here. It may be 
that he had other notebooks and documents in front of him. 

What matters more is that this was not the only, nor perhaps the 
most important, purpose of Morton’s book. It was also a record of the 
state of his account with all those with whom he had dealings, a cash 
book and a memorandum book. 

In arrangement, as we have seen, it is fundamentally chronological, 
with numerous derangements of order and cross-references. Occasion- 
ally these are made to serve the second need of the accountant described 
above, to check the level of expenditure. Thus his expenses on the 
feast of St. Mary Magdalene 1449 were noted down immediately below 
those of 1450.5 But the vast majority connect successive transactions

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with the same person or successive entries relating to the same trans- 
action. Apart from innumerable derangements, there are almost a 
hundred cross-references of this kind. From these the individual 
accounts could quickly be reconstructed: the completeness of this 
cumbersome framework shows how essential a part of Morton’s plan 
this was. Gonville and Caius College, Cambridge, from the sixteenth 
to the nineteenth century preserved two sets of account books in its 
archives: the general annual statements, and the Libri Rationales. 'The 
Liber Rationalis was a book containing the account of each fellow and 
scholar with the college term by term and year by year. Fundamentally, 
the book of William Morton is a rough draft of the same sort of 
account. 

This resemblance should not blind us to two fundamental differences 
in character and purpose. First of all, this book clearly serves other 
purposes, as we have seen: it was the basis of his account rolls and a 
check on his expenditure; it also contains memoranda on other points 
connected with his office, assessments of the number of loaves which 
could be baked out of four quarters of corn, tables of weights and prices, 
draft inventories,! and ephemeral memoranda of every kind.2 Assess- 
ments and comparisons grow rarer as the years passed and Morton 
grew more experienced, and in other ways the book develops and alters. 
But its main layout changed little; and it is clear that for all its incoher- 
ence it suited its author well enough. It is essentially a private account 
book, intended for his eye alone. It has all the lack of balance and 
inconsequence which makes our private memoranda incomprehensible 
to an outside reader but of intimate value and utility to ourselves. 
Other medieval memoranda books which survive, like those of Henry 
of Eastry, prior of Canterbury, and William de Ryckel, abbot of St. 
Trond,3 equally show a diffuse and seemingly inconsequential selection 
of matter to be included. But behind them lay in fact the organizing 
imagination, incisive intelligence, and breadth of grasp of two great 
men of affairs; and any similarities with Morton’s humble notebook are 
at a superficial level—his vision was narrow, like the scope of his 
activities. But his grasp was reasonably sure: if the multitude of dis- 
connected entries of which it consists seems to us hopelessly confused, 
it must be remembered that it covers a period of nearly twenty years, 
and is so laid out that there is no reason to doubt the ability of the 
author to find his way about. Under normal circumstances he would 
only be using eight or nine folios at a time, with back references to ten 
or a dozen more, and only very occasional intrusions farther back. The 
mote polished accounting techniques in use nowadays may be easier 
to look at, and provide more exact insight into the workings of a mod- 
ern business. But for William Morton’s purposes a more primitive

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instrument was not only adequate but probably more suitable." There 
is no reason to doubt that he found it efficient. 
Finally, Morton’s book is a cash book: a register of actual cash 
transactions. ‘he formal account roll, as a rationalized statement of 
accounts, is an essential guide to the economic position and the broad 
‘nature of the transactions of a medieval accountant. But for the 
technique of these transactions, the way by which money actually 
passed, we have to turn to a cash account like the present book. The 
difference is illustrated in two ways. First, by the use of credit, and the 
manipulation of the complicated cross-fire of accounts between the 
obedientiaries; of this we have already given a description. Secondly, 
it is shown by actual descriptions of the payment of cash. It is true that 
the majority of payments are given in pounds, shillings, and pence, 
which tells us nothing of the coin involved; and that the book throws 
little light on the vexed question of how small change was manipulated 
in the fifteenth century. But there are numerous references to coins 
larger than a penny, to groats and gold nobles, and even on occasion to 
gold halfpennies and gold farthings.2 On f. 42» there is a list of the 
rector of Paston’s payments over the years 1456-9 : at some date in 1458 
Morton notes that one lot included a forged groat; on 27 January 
following he noted three forged groats received; and on 28 April 
memorandum de multis falsis denariis3 Apart from this, references to 
forged coin are rare. But perhaps the clearest statement of the nature 
of a transaction is in the account with the sacrist, William Borough, in 
1455-6.4 On 21 December 1455 Morton paid Borough ‘in part payment 
of 5 marks, 20s. in groats, and one gold noble; one “‘sort’’ of figs and 
raisins worth 155.; and 2,000 red tiles (bricks) worth 12s.: total 
535. 8d., and he owes 135.’ Payments of this kind in food and materials 
are commonly referred to; and many of Morton’s more humble tenants 
and neighbours paid their rent in work. Agnes Morton was employed - 
from time to time at the rate of 3d. a day: on one occasion she worked 
off 25. of a debt by handing over 9 chickens and 2 geese (12d.) and 
working for 4 days at the hospital (12d.).5 On ff. 14-15 we have a series 
of accounts of the almoner’s farmers and collectors, which clearly reveal 
the nature of the book as an index of tallies; the phrases per talliam and 
ut patet per talliam suam frequently occur. In general it may be said that 
the large, regular debts were paid off in somewhat irregular instalments, 
while the smaller sums were allowed to accumulate, sometimes over a 
period of years, to avoid the constant passage of small change. This is 
no more than what we should expect at a time when coin was a cumber- 
some commodity. 
Our final impression, on closing Morton’s book, is that it was the 
work of a meticulous man in a meticulous age. Payments are identified 
not only, for obvious reasons, by the name of the man who actually

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received the money, often one of the almoner’s servants, but by place and 
often by witness. Every part of the monastery appears sooner or later as 
the home of the money-changers, from the almonet’s office to the abbey 
choir during mass;! and a high proportion of the other obedientiaries 
are involved as witnesses to payments or contracts. The last were 
further validated by the oath of the contracting party (who swore with 
his right hand raised, as Morton frequently observes).2 These references 
seem to reflect the formalism of the fifteenth century in legal and 
financial matters alike; and also perhaps the personality of William 
Morton, painstaking, conscientious, and precise, a man genuinely 
interested in his business concerns, a faithful and efficient steward, even 
if wanting in the finer points of office technique.3 Once, and only once, 
the account shows us William Morton face to face. On f. 17v (p. 35) we 
have a pretty little dispute with two debtors who owed 8d. each, which 
they claimed to have paid. It seems that when they expostulated with 
him, Morton gave the customary creditor’s grunt of scepticism, and 
entered in his book: ‘paid—so he says’ by each. The two waxed 
indignant, and pressed the point home. The final result is that Morton 
has written over the first entry: “Paid, so he says. And it’s true, it’s 
true, it ’s true!’ Over the second we read: ‘Paid, so he says: it ’s true— 
he’s paid, paid, paid, paid, paid!’ But even this, vivid as it is, tells 
us all too little of Morton as a man, and nothing at all of Morton as 
monk and priest. 


Note on the Financial Status of Almoners 


_ Tue following is a brief analysis of the almonet’s position at Bury, Canter- 
bury, Norwich, and Winchester; for Durham cf. Durham Account Rolls, ed.

At Bury St. Edmunds the almoner’s income in 1535 consisted of 
£43. 105. 44d. out of a total income of over £2,000, and of this £15. 85. 9d. 
was for compulsory alms. But the cellarer and hostiller disposed of far 
larger charitable funds (£191. 195. 1d. and £86. 145. 54. respectively); and the 
alms of abbot, treasurer, and sacrist also exceeded the almoner’s (Valor 
Ecclesiasticus, iii. 459-65; Savine, p. 235). This is an extreme case; but it 
is common for the almonet’s share in the alms distributed to be less than half 
the total. It may well be that he had a hand in the distribution of some of 
the other alms. | 

Of the size of the almoner’s income and the proportion spent on alms, 
Bury is not an exceptional case. The almoner of Christ Church, Canterbury, 
had a similar income, of which some proportion was spent on the support 
of a chapel and a school, but only about } per cent. on alms to the poor in the 
early fourteenth century (apart from considerable issues of corn and cloth);

At Winchester Cathedral priory the almoner was chiefly supported from 
the proceeds of Hinton Manor, which gave him between three-quarters and 
four-fifths of his income (in the early fourteenth century ¢. £30 or a little 
more, out of a total of ¢. £39) and a favourite holiday resort. His main 
expense was the maintenance of the sisters in the Sustern Spital, who with 
their chaplain took up just over a half of his income. The remainder went 
on his office, on numerous sundty expenses, in small sums to the sub- 
almoner and the boy bishop, in the expenses of the Maundy Thursday feast, 
in distributions on obit days to monks and to the poor, and, in alms, about 
175. of a little more. In the fifteenth century his income fell slightly; but his 
loss was more than compensated by a reduction in the number of sisters 
at the hospital, which stood at 22 in 1311~12, fell sharply after the Black 
Death, and became fixed at 16 from ¢. 1405 (Compotus Rolls, ed. Kitchin, 
PP- 74-8, 138-41, 389-467). Charity, like many other commodities, became 
formalized in fifteenth-century England. 7

Note on the Watermarks in the MS. 


The evidence of the watermarks in the MS. divides the quires into three 
sets, as follows. 

1. Quire 1. In this quire the watermarks occur irregularly—a fragment, 
probably the handle of a pair of keys (similar to C. M. Briquet, Les Fi/- 
granes, Paris, 1907, i, no. 3835,&c.) in f. 3, and an indecipherable design 
three times elsewhere, spanning six of the leaves. Clearly the quite is com- 
posed of heterogeneous material; and the notes on ff. 1, 3, and 23 (see p. xl) 
suggest that it was made up out of earlier notes or note-books. 

2. Quires 2-4. In quires 2-3 one watermark, possibly representing an 
eagle, occurs regularly, four times in quite 2, five times in quire 3, spanning 
half the leaves in each quire. It is not certain on other grounds that quire 4 
consists of more than ff. 62-75; but in these fourteen leaves the same water- 
mark occurs four times, spanning eight leaves. I therefore conclude that 
quite 4 (like quire 2) originally consisted of sixteen leaves—ie. that f. 76 
is a part of it, and that a leaf is missing between ff. 61 and 62. It is probable 
but not certain that this leaf was cancelled by Morton himself. 

3- Quire 5. In this quire a different mark, an ox’s head (very similar to 
Briquet, op. cit., iv, no. 1 5068, recorded in 1462), occurs five times, spanning 
ten out of the twenty leaves.

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WE have attempted to reproduce what Morton wrote as exactly as is 
consistent with a reasonably lucid and presentable text : to establish this 
a cettain amount of compromise is essential, and four particular 
difficulties have had to be overcome. 

1. Cancellations. A great number of words and entries in the book are 
cancelled; sometimes these are mere corrections; sometimes entries 
wete cancelled when an account was closed or transferred to another 
part of the book (quia melius alibi, &c.), ot to his account roll (seribitur 
in compoto, &c.), ot because the account was wound up (neuter debet 
alteri nist caritatem or something of the kind). He cancelled either by 
crossing out or erasing or by dots—and sometimes a long entry is 
cancelled by a single dot in the margin. To show every one of these 
cancellations would disfigure the text excessively; nor is it really 
possible, since some of his dots are stray blots of ink, and since, in 
addition, he was not himself consistent about it—ideally, no doubt, the 
whole book should ultimately have been cancelled. Odd letters or 
words which were clearly a slip of the pen and were instantly corrected 
have generally not been recorded in this edition; passages crossed out 
or erased and passages inserted into the text have been shown by the 
symbols given below; except for a few cases where it seemed essential 
to show it, cancellation by dots has not been noticed. 

2. Latin Grammar. Morton’s grammar was far from impeccable, and 
his book was a private record, certainly not intended for the eye of an 
expert latinist. His favourite error was to confuse the dative and 
ablative of the third declension, which he renders by -7 and -e almost 
indiscriminately (this is an extreme case of a common medieval prac- 
tice); but eccentric spellings and minor errors (like 7 uno libra on p. 59) 
abound. These have been faithfully reproduced, but they are so frequent 
that it seemed undesirable to disfigure the text with [sz] on every 
occasion: most of Morton’s errors have therefore been silently 
incorporated. 

3. Extensions. ‘The manuscript is heavily abbreviated, and abbrevia- 
tions have been extended throughout unless there is serious doubt what 
Morton intended. Doubtful extensions are shown in italics: Latin 
words have been given their correct terminations (where possible)— 
and only in the rate cases where Morton is consistent in his solecisms 
has an ungrammatical form been devised. A ruthless consistency would 
have given a false impression of Morton’s book and of Morton’s mind; 
and in minor matters we have not attempted it.1 Personal names are 
also frequently abbreviated—Morton’s, for instance, sometimes appears 
as ‘W.M.’. Where there is no reasonable doubt of the full name, it has

The former have been printed as headings to 
the entries to which they refer, so that they clarify the text in the way 
in which Morton intended (see also above, p. xlii); the latter have 
been noted as marginal insertions. Morton frequently wrote the word 
N? ,No’, ot Nosain the margin, so frequently that its insertion in the 
text would only add to the confusion: it has generally been omitted.

(4) an entry deleted or cancelled by Morton (see above); 
[  ] an omission in the text, a passage which is either indecipher- 
able or nearly so, or an editorial addition.
